His Excellency then addrefied both branches of the 
Legiflature in the following 

SPEECH:— 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate , 
and House of Representatives , 

HAYING accepted the office of Governor of New- 
Hampshi e for the present year, permit me to express 
to you, and through you to the Freemen of the State, 
my grateful sense of this distinguished honor ; and my 
resolution, aided by your wisdom and experience, so to 
discharge the duties of this responsible trust, as shall 
evince to the world that the honors of office are con¬ 
ferred, not for the emolument of the incumbent, but to 
enable him more effectually to vindicate the rights, and 
promote the happiness of the people over whom he pre¬ 
sides. Though my ambition, to perform acceptably the 
duties of office, is raised by a consideration of the man¬ 
ner in which my immediate predecessor, for a series of 
years, has so ably and prudently discharged the duties 
of Chief Magistrate, I ought not, perhaps, to expect 
that general approbation, which his long and patriotic 
services have so justly obtained. May he long continue 
to enjoy, what he has richly merited, the confidence of a 
grateful people....t he noblest reward of public service 5 
and when, at some distant period, he shall be removed, 
from this to a better world, may he receive the approve 

✓ 

ing plaudit of his parent, God ! 

The intimate connexion which subsists between the 

United States and each individual State in the Union 
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renders the proceedings of the General Government at 
all times interesting to 11s, as a member of that Union ; 
hut peculiarly so at this eventful era, in which the state 
of our foreign relations presents an aspect more truly 
alarming than at any former period. From both France 
and England we have long suffered, and still continue to 
suffer, great injustice. They have unjustly captured 
and condemned our commerce, imprisoned and held in 
servitude our seamen, and grossly violated our national 
rights ; whilst towards both those nations, the govern¬ 
ment ol* the United §latcs has steadily and uniformly 
pursued a course. of conduct founded in the strictest 
justice, and marked with the most impartial neutrality. 
The government of France, sensible of the wrongs she 
has inflicted, has, in some measure, changed her conduct 
towards this country , and though our suffering citi¬ 
zens have not received restitution for the injuries they 
have suffered, yet there is ground to hope that wc shall 
eventually obtain substantial justice from that Empire. 
Should, however, these hopes end in disappointment, I 
have no doubt our government will eventually adopt 
such measures as will cause our rights to be duly re¬ 
spected. 

But the conduct of Great-Britain towards the United 
States still manifests a spirit of obstinate perseverance 
in measures hostile to our dearest interests and most 
essential rights. She has impressed thousands of our 
seamen, forced them to serve on hoard her public ships, 
and, in the event of a war, will no doubt compel thej^ to 
shed the blood of their innocent brethren and unoffend¬ 
ing countrymen. She has unjustly captured and con¬ 
demned our vessels and cargoes ; permitted her subjects 
publickly to forge and counterfeit our ship-papers, and 
assume the American flag, thereby exciting suspicion 

t 
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against our mercantile character, awl subjecting our 
lawful commerce to capture by other belligerent pow¬ 
ers. And, as if these flagrant acts of injustice did not 
afford sufficient evidence of her deadly hostility, she has 
sent spies iuto our country, to alienate the affections of 
our citizens from their own government, and effect a 
dismemberment of thd Union. Againsti these outrag¬ 
es and aggressions the government of the United States, 
preferring negociation to Avar, has long and patiently 
sought redress—and even supplicated for justice, till it 
has approached a state of humiliatjpn incompatible Avifh 
national dignity. But Great-Britain, goaded on by the 
prejudices engendered by our revolutionary Avar, and 
jealous of our increasing maritime greatness, (a great¬ 
ness which at no distant period may deprive her of the 
first rank among commercial nations) has treated our 
just claims with neglect, and added insult to injury. 

In this state of affairs, but one alternative remained, 
either tamely to surrender our rights, or manfully to 
prepare for their defence. A nation of freemen could 
not long hesitate between submission and war. Con¬ 
gress has therefore, with great unanimity, rcsplvcd to a- 
dopt, and are prosecuting with a correspondent spirit, 
effective measures for defence ; and unless the good 
sense, or the fears, of Great-Britain shall induce her to 
do us substantial and speedy justice, these preparations 
will most probably terminate in a state of Avar. Though 
war is a great calamity, the sacrifice of our essential 
rights is greater. It is Avith a nation as Avith an individ¬ 
ual ; there is a point of suffering beyond Avhicli for¬ 
bearance, instead of repelling, invites aggression. If 
avc cherish a spirit of submission to a foreign poAvcr, 
and tamely acquiesce in the loss of one right after a- 
nother, Ave shall thereby prepare the public mind for a 
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state of degradation and servitude, more dreadful in its 
consequences than that of war ; for a nation cannot 
long survive the loss of its spirit. We have many years 
enjoyed a state of peace and tranquillity far exceeding 
that of other people—-and what claim have we to ail 
exemption from the calamities common to all nations ? 
Should the government of the United States eventually 
be compelled, in vindication of our rights, to resort to 
war, I have entire confidence that, under the protection 
of Divine Providence, the wisdom of our government, the 
resources of our country, and the patriotism of our citi¬ 
zens, will be found equal to the arduous conflict. And I 
trust that the good citizens of N.Hampshire will cordially 
unite,and at all hazards steadily support those measures 
which the government of their own choice may adopt, 
and that we shall have no interest or feeling discordant 
to that of the Nation. . 

The constitution of the United States was not only 
established by the people, but the officers who administer 
it are elected by the people, and at short and limited pe¬ 
riods must return to the rank of citizens, to feel the 
effects and bear the burthens they themselves have im¬ 
posed. As the interest of the people is equally their 
interest, they can have no sufficient motive to make 
law r s injurious to the community ; they are therefore 
entitled to our reasonable confidence, that they will a- 
dopt those measures only, which to them appear best 
calculated to promote the common good. The great and 
virtuous Washington, speaking of this government, says, 
“ Respect for its authority , compliance with its laws, 
“ acquiescence in its measures, are duties enjoined by 
€i the fundamental maxims of true liberty.” It is one 
of the first principles of government, that the will of 
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the constituted authorities, expressed by the acts of the 
majority, demand the obedience of every citizen. Nor 
is it less the peculiar province of the General Govern¬ 
ment to direct and manage our national affairs, than it 
is our indispensable duty and highest interest, to afford 
them our prompt and effective aid, in carrying into op¬ 
eration all their constitutional measures. Permit me 
then, Gentlemen, to recommend to you the adoption of 
such measures, as shall have a direct tendency to assim¬ 
ilate the views and feelings of the good citizens of this 
State to a friendship with our sister States, and a union 
of sentiment and firm attachment to the United States. 
If those who most freely indulge a propensity to com¬ 
plain against the measures of administration, were at 
the same time obliged to propose a substitute for 
what they censure, they would find that rulers have 
frequently but a choice of difficulties* and would them¬ 
selves he compelled often to approve w hat they now loud¬ 
ly condemn. It is from a spirit of jealousy and divis¬ 
ion, that we have more to apprehend, than from the 
boasted power of both the belligerents of Europe. 
But as the danger to which we are exposed from a- 
broad increases, may we not reasonably hope that our 
union among ourselves will also increase. In the in¬ 
fancy of our independence, common danger not only xi- 
nited us, but even supplied, in many cases, the defects 
of a feeble system of government, which possessed the 
power to recommend, but not the authority to enforce 
it&requisitions. Union is 1he vital strength of a nation, 
particularly so of a Republic, whose authority rests on 
•public opinion. Our union is our safety— a house divided 
against itself camiot stand. An indissoluble union of 
the States is essential, not only to our prosperity, but 
even to our existence as a nation* 
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The people of the United States are the source of 
sovereignty ; of these the militia of each State com¬ 
pose an essential part, and, when well* regulated, 
form our most “ natural and sure defence.” The actual 
State of the nation now requires that we should he plac¬ 
ed in the best posture of defence every measure that 
tends to the public safety is of the first importance. 
To render a military force formidable, it must be well 
organized, armed and disciplined. Though themilitia of 
this State have made considerable progress in obtaining 
arms, and acquiring a knowledge of military tactics, 
you will, no doubt, adopt such further measures as may 
be requisite to complete their improvement. Perhaps 
no one thing is more necessary than a further supply of 
arms. And permit me to suggest for your consideration 
the propriety of directing that all the battalion musters, 
through the State, should be on one and the same day. 
Would not such a provision have a tendency to increase 
the number of arms and accoutrements, by preventing 
the practice of soldiers borrowing them from each oth¬ 
er ? Would it not also render regimental musters less 
necessary, and thus save travel and expense to many of 
that useful class of citizens ? 

The restrictions and embarrassments which the. bel¬ 
ligerents of Europe have unjustly imposed upon our 
commerce, have induced many of our citizens to devote 
their time and wealth to the increase and improvement 
of domestic manufactures. The prosperity of these, 
will have a direct tendency to render us less dependant 
upon foreign nations, and more dependant upon our¬ 
selves.^ Blest with a country of various climates, 
abounding with raw materials of every kind, and a peo¬ 
ple truly industrious and highly ingenious in the me¬ 
chanical arts, we are capable of supplying ourselves 
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Svith the necessaries and conveniences, if not with the 
luxuries of life. By the increase of manufactures we 
shall enlarge our internal commerce ; and different por¬ 
tions of our country will mutually supply the wants of 
each other, and add strength to the bond of our Union. 
To patronize and support agriculture and manufactures 
is within the peculiar province of the State Legisla¬ 
tures ; and I presume, it is n& less your inclination than 
your duty, to consider whether these important subjects 
require further legislative aid. 

As it is highly probable that the State Prison will, in 
the course of this season, be completed, it will be neces¬ 
sary that our code of criminal law should be revised, 
and also police laws enacted for the government of this 
new and important institution. At the last Session of 
the legislature, a committee was appointed to report 
bills for these purposes. 

The duties imposed by law, on the Judges of the sev¬ 
eral courts of Probate, require much of their time and 
attention ; but their fees and emoluments appear to me 
inadequate. Of the fees received in the probate office* 
the Register, whose duties are merely mechanical, re¬ 
ceives about two thirds, and the Judge, on whom the 
weight of responsibility rests, has only the remainder. 
If the fees, allowed to the Judge and Register, are ade¬ 
quate to their services, I submit it the consideration of 
the Legislature, whether the present apportionment of 
them is such as their respective services merit. 

Acts of incorporation, of various kinds, have within a 
few years greatly increased ita this State; and many of 
them, being in the nature of grants, cannot with pro¬ 
priety be revoked without the previous consent of the 
grantees. Such laws ought therefore to be passed with 
4 
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great caution 5 many of them should be limited to a ctvr- 
tain period, and contain a reservation authorizing the 
Legislature to repeal them, whenever they cease to an¬ 
swer the end for which they were made, or prove inju* 
rious to the public interest. 

As the Electors of President and Vice President of 
the United States are to be chosen the present year, it 
will be requisite you should determine the mode in which 
they shall be chosen in this State. 

The time is approaching for the citizens of this State 
again to elect their Representatives to the Congress of 
the United States : permit me therefore to recommend 
to yon the propriety of passing a law inflicting a penal¬ 
ty upon the town clerks and sheriffs, who may be delin¬ 
quent in making due return of votes for members of 
Congress—there being no statute in force upon that sub¬ 
ject. 

The period for which one of the Senators from this 
State to the Congress of the United States w r as appoint¬ 
ed, will expire with the third of March next; you will 
determine the time when it will be most proper to fill 
the vacancy. 

As the Constitution has made it necessary, that there 
should be a new valuation of the rateable estates taken 
once in every five years, it will be necessary to pass a 
resolution, authorizing and directing the selectmen of 
the several towns 10 take and return the same next 
year. 

The state of the Treasury will be laid before you ; 
from an examination of which, and your own knowledge 
of the fiscal concerns of the state, you will decide wheth¬ 
er it he proper to raise a tax for the services of the en¬ 
suing year- 
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The people of tliis State, with great propriety, have 
made it our express duty “ to cherish the interests of 
literature and science.” All good systems of govern¬ 
ment, and more especially all republican institutions, 
are founded on the information and virtue of the people 
—these constitute the main pillars iir the temple of free¬ 
dom. The moral and social virtues cannot flourish 
where gross ignorance prevails —^without /vuoieledge, the 
heart cannot he good. Knowledge tends to purify the 
affections, soften the manners, and exalt the views of a 
people. Good governments have as much to hope, as 
bad ones to fear, from a well informed, enlightened peo¬ 
ple. Let it therefore be our enquiry, whether any fur¬ 
ther provisions are requisite to improve and extend the 
means of general information. 

Assembled, as you gentlemen are, from the various 
sections of the State, bringing with you the sentiments 
and feelings of the people, and being intimately ac¬ 
quainted with their wants and grievances, you are well 
qualified to provide for the one and redress the other. 
With unshaken reliance upon that Providence which di¬ 
rects the destiny of States and Nations, let us rise su¬ 
perior to all improper considerations, and with one heart 
and .one mind discharge the duties of our respective sta¬ 
tion*. It will be my object, as it is my duty, to co-op¬ 
erate with you in such measures as may tend to promote 
the interest and advance the happiness of our constit¬ 
uents.

1 lie meafures purlued by our National Government 
at all times claim our attention ; but, at a crifis like the 
prefent, when the ftate of our foreign relations threatens 
the mod,alarming evils, they aflume a peculiar inter- 
eft, and excite our moil anxious folicitude. 

Far removed from the corrupted and corrupting 
governments of Europe, the United States have wilh- 
ed to purfue an enlightened, peaceful and impartial 
policy towards all nations, whilft in return they have 
experienced the mod aggravated and outrageous afts 
of injuftice from the belligerents. They have feemed 
to vie with each other in the moft atrocious and unex¬ 
ampled aggreifions on our lawful and neutral com¬ 
merce, in the capture and .detention of our citizens, and 
in the moft flagrant violation of our national rights. 

If the government of France has either, from a re¬ 
turning fenfe of juftice, or from motives of policy, re¬ 
frained from further aggrefiion, file ftill withholds that 
reparation for injuries and depredations already com¬ 
mitted, which our Government, firm and decided as it 

is juft, has demanded ; and will, we trull, eventually 
obtain. 

From Great Britain u'e have long experienced an 
unremitted and fyftematic courfe of meafures, alike 
hoftile to our commercial interefts and our national 
rights. 
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She has captured and condemned our fhips on pre¬ 
texts equally inconfiftent with natural juftice and the 
moll clear and acknowledged principles of the law of 
nations. 

She has impreffed our feamen, held them in the moft 
degrading bondage, and compelled them to fight her 
battles. 

Our citizens have been encouraged and invited to 
violate our laws ; laws which her injuftice had render¬ 
ed neceffrry. 

Her agents have been fecretly employed in exciting 
our citizens to treafonable combinations againft their 
own government, at a time when {he was making the 
moft i'olemn profeflions offriendfhip towards us. 
v Her wrongs and injuftice have followed one another 
in continued fueceflion and increafmg magnitude, until 
we are reduced to the alternative, either to furrender 
thofe rights for which 'our fathers bravely fought> or 
prove our claim to be confidered their legitimate dc- 
feendants, by buckling on the fhield and drawing the 
fword in their defence. Betwixt abjebt fubmiffion and 
an appeal to the fword freeborn Aniericans cannot, for 
a moment, hefitate in making a choice our govern¬ 
ment have made the ele&ion, have pronounced 
“ WAR RATHER THAN SUBMISSIONand 
every genuine American voice has already added its 
fan6lion. 

We would ftill hope that Great Britain and France 
would'flop in their mad career of injuftice and hoftility, 
arid'thus prevent the neceffity of an appeal to arms; 
but fliould it prove othervvife, your Excellency may 
be affured, the citizens of New-Hampfhire will take 
no council from fear ; but, confiding in the juftice of 
their caufe, the virtue and valor of her fonsj and the 
8 
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guardianfhip of that Providence which prefides over 
the deitinies ol nations, as in the days which are pail, 
bravely meet and repel our haughty and oppreflxve 
foes. 

However foreign nations may have flattered them- 
felves that we are a divided people, incapable of fup- 
porting the government of our own choice, we truft the 
morning already begins to dawn, and the day to ap¬ 
proach, when the great body of the American people 
will wipe away the foul afperfion, and fliow the world, 
that they have in no wise forfeited their character for 
virtue, intelligence and love of country. 

The Senate duly appreciate the importance of the 
Militia, as the natural and fure defence of our country’s 
rights, and with your Excellency feel it their duty to 
give their utmoft aid to promote its molt perfect organ¬ 
ization and effective difcipline. 

Heirs of a country bleit with a variety of climates, 
and a foil adapted to the production of every material 
for fupplying the neceflaries and conveniencies of life ; 
a people fecond to none on earth in enterprife, induflry 
and ingenuity in the mechanic arts ; the time we be¬ 
lieve rapidly approaches, when we (hall ceafe to look 
to any foreign nation for thofe things which contribute 
to the happinels ofeivilized man. 

It will be our greateft pleaiure as it is our duty, to 
aid in extending patronage to Agriculture and to thofe 
Manufactures which will render us truly independent 
of foreign nations. 

Virtue and knowledge are the fair pillars which muft 
fupport, as well as adorn our republican initiations. 
A legiilative attention to them is requiiite, continued 
in proportion to their importance. 

To the other very important fubjeCls fubmitted to 
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their notice in your Excellency's communication, the 

attention of the Senate will be duly d,rea “?' E „ en . 

Confident that we (hall ertpertence your Excelle 
c's cheerful co-operation in every meafure tend,ns o 
promote the happLfs of our beloved country.^arul m 
humble reliance upon that fuperintending 
S in times pall, ha, fo finally iaterpoftd for- 
deliverance from tyranny and oppreffion, and torn* 
handful of people has made us a numerous, powerful 
and happy nation-we enter with alacrity upon the du¬ 
ties affigned us by our fellowrcitizens, and tender your 
E^Z our mod cordial wifhes for your health 

and happinefs.
